ABSTENTION FROM MARRIAGE DURING TITE OMER. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

<ip.—It is a very great pity that * Aliquis,” whose paper on this aubject is 
marked with great ability and considerable research, should have started a theory 
opposed to all historical probability and Rabbinical doctrine, Ife confick ntly states 
that the time-honoured custom of not marrying during the Omer corresponds with 
the pagan superstition that it ig unlucky to go to the hymieneal altar during the 
month of May (lyar)-—a ee perenson arising out of certain fanereal rites instituted 
by Romulus, and which (he would have us Lelieve) our ancestors 
from the Middle Ages. 

If “ Aliquis” had given us some data more reliable than the Ishta myth, er had 
traced the circumstances, Ke., that induced our forefathers to adopt this superstition, 
we might have felt some diffidence in venturing to cross swords with ; bat 
there is an obscurity about his theory that is fatal to.its success. By whom was this 
superstition first promulgated among the mediwval Jews’ Was it the result of 
pressure from tyrannical Poy €3 OF Emperors, or of spontaneous desire from among 
themselves? In what country did it first take root, and about what approximate 
date! These are a few questions I should like * Aliquis ” to think out at his leisure 
In the meantime, I will trace broadly the political status and social condition of 
the Jews of those dark, dreary days, and then ask your readers whether it is at all 
probable that our ancestors were likely to borrow such a superstition. 

During the Papal Supremacy (860—1300) the Jews of Rome and of Italv were 
the sorry objects of fanatical intolerance, of official avarice, and of intellectual 
stagnation, Of all the Popes, Honorius ITI, and Gregory 1X. alone tried to stem 
the popular fury and ameliorate their condition.

BOOK, 


Tue publication of the Revised Version of the Bible brings into clearer relief 
the necessity of an improved Hebrew Prayer Book. The subject was intro- 
duced by the Rev. S. Sixcer at the recent annual meeting of the Jewish 
Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge ; not for the first time, 
however, for it had been discussed at Mr. Sixcer’s instance at the previous 
annual meeting of the Association. It is to behoped that the Association 
may see its way to undertake the task thus suggested. It is the one 
organisation whose character and objects specially mark it out for the per- 
formance of the work, Nor ern there be much question as to the necessity 
of a Revised Prayer Book. The want, indeed, is a manifold one, and con- 
cerns both the Hebrew text andthe English version. In the firat place a 
comprehensive Prayer Book is needed—one that shall supply the serious 
deficiencies of existing editions. A new translation, too, is required in the 
interests, both of worshippers ‘nd school children. It is a question, too, 
worth considering whether, besides amplification, the Hebrew text should not 
be improved inthe opposite direction as well. The editions of the Tephillah 
in ordinary use contain much supertluous matter, the omission of which would

PROPOSED HOME FOR THE FOREIGN Poor. 
On Tuesday evening la-t a meeting was held at the residence of Mr. N. Batman 
High Street; Whitechapel, to reconstruct the Home for Outcast Poor. Mr. M 
LANDAU presided, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the meeting had teen called to considera plan which 
had heen formulated for the tborvouch reorganization of the Home Church 
Lan The plan, if approved by the meeting. would he rward: to the Doard of 
Guardians. and the Provisional Committee wera only too eager to have the benefit 
of the aivice of the Board. ‘Tne Home in Church Lane h id heen prope rly stiymatised 
asa blot upon the community, and it was advisable to close it. But those who lived 
in the East End, and were daily witnesses Of the miseries of the Polish immigrants. 
were convinced that some kind of refuge mnst be found for these poor people, other- 
wise they must sleep in the st eets, or fallinto the hauds of the missionaries, 
were desirous that any new house which might ‘be opened should be matiaced on 
thoroughly English principles ; that any person who might receive ben: fit from the 
iustitution, should receive it mentally as well as physically. The residents in the 
East End were however not able to cope with this iinportant question alone; but 
they threw themselves on the generosity of the community. If a fewof the many 
earnest workers of the community who had the welfare of the people of the East 
End at heart. would take the matter in hand, some tangible result might be 
arrived at which would not reflect any discredit on the Jewish people. Otherwise 
he feared there was great danger of the mistake, which had already been. made.

The Home is to be divided into three de, artmenta, a 
Daily Soup Kitchen where a Kosher dinner could be provided for twopence, and gra- 
tvitously for those who were quite destitute. 2. A Lodging House where poor work- 
men could: have aclean bed for twopence a night, or free if they were unable to poy. 
3, A Reading Reom provided with suitable Hebrew works for study, and where 
eccasional discourses could be delivered. ~The period during which shelter should be 
given would be limited in every case. If after full investigation it be found quite 
impossible for any foreigner to gain a living here, arrangementa would be made for 
his returning to his native place, so that he should not be encouraged to become a 
mere idler or beggar. 

Mr. M. BERLINGER, in supporting the proposal, said that as an earnest of what 
the East End Committce would like to do, a collection had heen made. and about 16 
Poliah youths had been decently clothed and apprenticed to various handicrafts. 
Cine of the youths had been rescued from the missionaris¢ 8. 

: Mr. N. BAUMAN said that much of the prejudice that was attached to the ques- 
tion was due to the fact that the Home had never been properly organised, but had 
been carried on by one individual, who now seeing that an attempt was being made 
to wreat authority from him, “threw dust in the eves of the public,” Last Friday 
evening he went to the Home in Church Lane where he found that 85 people had 
been invited to stay over the Sabbath, and then ihad all been turned away, and he 
had to find lodgings for these people at a few minutes’ notice. The present provi- 
sional committee disclaimed all connection with the founder of the Home. but were 
anxious to make the Home a creditable institution. 

Mr. D. WECHSLER said that he had been informed that the reason these people 
were sent away was that a summons had been received by Mr. Cohen from the Sani- 
tary authorities. Sixteen of these &5 people were allowed to remain. 

The Rev. J. KOHN-ZEDEK also spoke in favour of the present movement, Great 
care should -be taken that if that movement were successful, the Committce 
should not relieve every applicant, but only those who could show some kind of cre- 
dentials. The religious question should be left quite apart from the refuge. There 
Was at present a Beth Hamedrash where the studies were carried on in the dialect

The Lupta, of Jassy, edited by M. G. Panu (an ex-Under Secretary in the 
Yinistry and meraber of the Chamber of Deputies), has published an. article 
expressing the strongest indignation at barbarities of which Jews are the victimne, 
od which succeed each other with alarming frequency at the paper factory near 


to penetrate 


Whilst such outrages as that we lave related are being practised on Jews by 
‘ndividuals, the Chambers continue their systemutised outrages, which are none the 
less reprehensible, for, although not perpetrated upon the bodies of Jews, 
their object is to make life unbearable to our coreligionists in Roumania. We 
have before us a list of several cases of petitions for naturalisation, addressed to 
Parliament by Jews, and rejected by the Legislative bodies on most pucrile 
We cite here two of the most tlagrant - Bi. - Mex Schapira, of 
jalatz, a Sergeant in the Reserves, having petitioned the Senate for naturalisa- 
tion, the Reporter appointed to consider the application announced to the Upper 
House that M. Schapira had not produced any authoritative document which 
proved that he had been born and brought up by parents established in Roumania, 
and that neither he nor his father had been placed under foreign protection. 
Without taking the trouble to examine M. Schapira’s papers, the Senate rejected 
his petition. In self-justification M. Schapira wrote a letter to the Galafii, 
wherein he mentioned that the official certificates and documents, thirteen in 
numver. which he deposited with the Senate, attested, among other facts, that he 
liad been born in Roumania, had served in the army, had, in accordance with the 
civil law, applied for Roumanian. nationality on attaining bis majority, had, whilst 
4 minor, enjoyed Roumanian protection, had always conducted himself as a 
loumanian, and that his father was likewise a native of Roumania, and had never 
been placed under foreign protection. No mention was made by the Reports r to 
thle Senate of these all-convincing papera, which, when sent some months pre- 
viously to the Minister for Foreign Affairs, with an application from MeSchapira 
fora passport, elicited from the Minister a declaration that “‘he is not under 
foreign protection, and that he has cordial relations w'th Roum anians,” 

The second case of the reject n of an application for nuturalisation’ was 
that of M. Reinstein. The Senate based its refusal on the ground that no proofs 
hal been given of his father having been born in Roumania, and of his not being 
placed under foreign protection. But it is a remarkable fact that in the year 
i383, the Senate authorised the naturalisation of M. Reinstein’s brother. Thus 
in the one instance the father was admitted to be a native, and in the other he 
was declared to be a foreigner. 

M. Moruzi, the Prefect of the District of Dorohoi, who had rendered his 
tenure of office a veritable reign of terror for the Jews, bas been promoted to 
the postof Prefect of Bucharest. Whilst the Jews whom he so bitterly. perse- 
cuted at Dorohoi may congratnlate themselves on being rid: of their oppressor, 
their coreligionists in Bucharest, on the other hand, have already reason to repent 
hia appointinent in that city. It might have been expec ted that in the Capit i] 
M. Moruzi would have hesitated about adopting the same tactics towards the 
Jews as he had pursued in Dorohoi; yet one of his first acts on assuming 
his functions at tne Prefeeture was to order the arrest of some respectable Jews 
on the frivolous pretext that Jews have no right to walk in the principal 
thorouyhfares ! 

Hitherto the persecution of the Roumanian Jews has partak n but little’ of 
a religious character ; it however assumed this feature on the occasion of the recent 
Passover festival. Formerly «a furlough was granted to Jewish soldiers to 
enable them to spend Passover with their families. This year, howe ver, not only 
was the furlough withheld, but the commanding officers in the different garrisons 
denied permission to the soldiers to eat their meals in the homes of Jewish 
families. They were kept in barracks during the whole week, and were com- 
pelled to share in the ordinary mess.

DESTRUCTIVE IN GALICIA.—We reported afew weeks ago the destruc- 
tion by fire of the town of Wissnitz in. Galicia, which was chiefly inhabited by 
Jews, Among the buildings destroyed were four handsome synagogues. In this 


| The Emperor of Austria has sent one thou- 
sand florins for the relief of the sufferers, Since the fire at Wiesnitz, Bohordczany, 
a district in- East Galicia, has also suffered from a disastrous conflagration, which 
eceurred on the 29th April. As in Wissnita, foar synagogues, and 15 houses, the 
residents of which were mostly poor Jews, were burnt to the ground. 


BaGpap.—The recent celebration at Bagdad of the 25th anniversary of the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle, was remarkaole for the hearty manner in which all 
sections of the population, official and non-official, Jews and non-Jews, participated 
in the fete, The special service in the synagogue was attended by the leading civil 
and military authorities, and the ceremony was enlivened by the music of a military 
band. In the evening the Alliance School andthe street in which it is situated wer: 
illuminated, and a dramatic performance in French and Arabic was given by former 
pupils of the school, These festive proceedings must have been a pleasitig variatior 
on the usual monotonous character of social life in Bagdad. How backward th 
Bagdadians are in many of the simplest customs of civilization may be seen from th 
fact that in the Talmud Tora School, one of the largest in the East, containing as i 
does nearly 1,000 children, there has hitherto been no seating accommodation for th 
pupils. This hardship is now to be remedied by the introduction of seats, 


Tue SHECHITA QUESTION IN SWITZERLAND.—The agitation in Switzerland 
against the Jewish system of slaughtering cattle is assuming greater proportions, 
ahd is becoming most disastrous for the Jews. Atthe meeting of the Bernese Society 
for the Protection of Animals held at Langenthal, a resolution was udopted to the 
effect that the Federal Council should be memorialised to declare the Jewish 
sys'em illegal throughout tne country, and. punishable with severe penalties 
Last August, it may be remembered, two Jewish butchers at Aarwangen were fined 
for cruelty to animals, and their appeal was rejected by the Supreme Court for the 
Canton of Berne. One of the first among Swiss jurists declared at the time that the 
punishment of these butchers was a violation of the rights of conscience. Several 
leading veterinary surgeons have also protested against the agitation; but their 
protestations have had no weight whatsoever, 

A JewisH CoLony IN Rvussta:—The Aarkas gives the fo'lowing account of 
a colony of Jews called Dagh Tchoufont, who live in the mountains of the Northern 
Caucasus: “ The Dagh Tchoufont live in several small but distinct communities in 
the provinces of Daghestan, Terek, and Kouban, They say they are the descendants 
of Persian Jews who arrived in Daghestan in the 15th century, and who established 
themselves some time later among the Koumyks, whose princes greatly valued their 
commerciaal aptitade and their skill in the cultivation of madder, rice, and the vine. 
Considerably before the Russian conquest of the Caucasus these Jews were estab- 
lished at the aoul of Andreievake, on the plateau of Koumyk, and it was aftr this 
that they came into the Terek, where they settlei in a place named Portytch, 
between the present stanitzas of Schelkazavodskaia and Stchedrinskaia. With the 
view of more successfully resisting the attacks of the mountaineers they 
were then installed in the aouls Andreievsky, Taschketetchi, Kizil-Yurt, and others, 
which they occupy at the present day. They number about o0V families. rhey 
speak different dialects of the Circassian mountaineers, but they prefer writing and 
talking the language of Farsistan, which they brought with them from Persia, The 
Talmud is translated into that language. They have nothing in common with the 
Russian Jews except their religion, which, however, possesses some distinctive fea. 
tures. Their Rabbis are subordinate to the Chief Rabbi of Derband., The Dagh 
Tchoufont are engaged in both commerce and agriculture, lhey were the first 
mouhtaineers of the Terek to visit the towns and distant fairs of fKussia, and their 
example has much contributed to the industrial development of the mountaineers, 
At the present time they enjoy the same rights as the other Circassians ; they can 
possess lands, and pay equal taxes with the rest.”’— 7imes.

The first Hebrew book printed at Prague scems to be a Prayer-book, finish d PURE | FRAGRANT | REFRESHING | 


the 24th of Kislev of the year 5273—1512, of which an unique copy (unfortu- 


nately fragmentary) exists in the Oppenheim collection of the Bodleian Library 


(see Steinschneider, Catalogus Libr. Hebr. in Bibl. Bodl., col. 304). The second 
issue of the Prague press is another Prayer-book, finished the 26th of Tebeth. 


v210—1515, which is also in the Oppenheim collection, and considered by Wolf 


de Rossi and Steinschneider (ihidem, col. 305) as uni jue, The collection of the 
Beth Hamedrash in London, however, has another copy of this Siddur, cleaner 
and with wider margins than the copy of the Bodleian Library. Moreover, by 
comparing the two copies, I found that the Beth Hamedrash copy is more coi- 
plete than that in Oxford. . Whilst this has 195 folios (185 in Steinschneider’s 
catalogue is a misprint), the London copy has 229 folios. The leaf containing: 
the Aaddish between #)aharith and maaril is missing inthe Oxford, which other 
wise should have, like the London copy, 196 folios. The names of those wi 

defrayed the expenses (fol. 195?) are missing in the London copy (the prayer 
ends with the words S°‘35SD AYN), and on fol. 196 there iw only the name of 
one compositor, viz., Solomon, son of R, Samuel hal-Levi, whilst the Oxford has 
four other names, filled in with the pen from the edition of 1512. Here the 
Oxford copy finishes.

r not.. M. Naville’s theory as to the route of the Exodus is strongly con- 


firmed by s Latin ins ription found on the spot, which conflicts, indeed, with the 
road-book of Antoninus, but so conflicts as to make the Kxodus ceog1 iphy nich 


more intelligible than it was before. Geological changes have altered the face 
of the earth; since Pharaoh's time, thinks M. Naviblle with other enquirers, and 
the Red Sea has receded to the South. Its old shore ran up nearer to Pithom (Pi 
Tum, he de of th: Tum), a str store ity d by the Pharaohs as a 
base of supplies for their Eastern wars, in fact. an ancient Quetta. The sea was 
there not wide, and the water shallow. ‘There also the phenomenon which 
took place on such a large scale when the Israelites went through must-have been 
well known, as it is often secn now in other parts of Egypt. As at this point 
the Sea was liable to be driven back under the influence of the East wind, and 
to leave a dry way, the Pharaohs were obliged to have there a fort, a Migdol, so 
is to guard that part of the sea, and to prevent the Asiatics of the desert from 
using this temporary path to enter Egypt, to steal cattle, and to plunder the fer- 
tile land whith was round Pithom.” This particular stretch of sea, so favourable 
to crossing, was carefully indicated to the Israclites in the verse : 

' “ And the Lord spake unto Moses saying : Speak unto the children of Israel 
that they turn and encamp before Pihuhiroth, between Migdol and the sea, over 
against Baal-Zephon ;_ before it ye shall encamp by the sea.” 

Pihahiroth isalmost identical with the name of a place found by M. Naville to b 
mentioned on the monuments he lias explored. r 


Migdol, of course, is “a tower.” 
Baal Zephon is not identified, but the wild Semitic tribes, not Israelites. vet akin to 
them, beyond the sea which formed the Egyptian frontier, nay we ll have had a 
sanctuary dedicated to their god Laal Zephon. As to Pithom, its identification 
with Succoth, and the remarkable brick cellars excavated by M. Naville, the very 
store-places which he thinks were constructed in the first instance by our ancestors 
in Egypt, we must refer the reader to the work itself. It. is valu ible for its 
careful reproductions of the impressive monuments and inscriptions belonging 
to that most ancient and interesting civilisation of Egypt, which, being long 


thought dead, is now heard to speak, and casts a flood of light upon our own 
time-hallowed literature. 


The book will not be mistaken for a general account” 
of Egyptian culture, but it is a scholarly and exact transcript of one important 
page in a fascinating record.
